Many of our regulars have very young children and are therefore unable to 
comit themselves to serve on the committee, but we do have several 

volunteers to keep actual sessions going. Unfortunately, without the 

underlying co-ordination and administration provided by a committee, this 
system would soon break down. We are therefore appealing for HELP ......
